Well, even tho I'm late in the discussion.... 


I think John is right about using a text editor and learning HTML. HTML is 
way easier to understand than a bipolar transistor. Personally, I use 


Notepad ... because I think it's a great editor? Hardly. It's there, it's 
simple. 
I've tried a lot of HTML editors. A couple of observations ... Nobody has 


as much money as M$ to spend developing these things and it shows. Netscape 
is very close. Both, tho, tend to create HTML that favors their browser. I 
don't like that. The third party editors I've tried, and I've tried a 
bunch, were all pretty lame. And oftentimes, they embodied the author's 
browser prejudices even more than the browser manufacturers. 


Now to be fair, it's not all that easy to create HTML that is browser 
neutral unless you stay pretty simple, and the makers of these editors all 
want to show off how fancy they can get. Which is the other downside of 
these editors - they all create way more HTML than they need, which means 
your page will be slower, and more likely to be trashed by one browser or 
another, than it needs to be. It also means, and a lot of web authors miss 
this, that your page is limited to viewing by traditional, PC based viewers. 
Sight-challenged amateurs need not apply. Nor should the growing legions 
who use alternative devices to surf the web. 


Again, there is an exception (sort of) to prove the rule. Once in a while 
I've seen Front Page Express create really nice, clean HTML. I've never 
been able to tell what makes it do that, however!! 


If you really feel insecure about it, Front Page (the pay version) has a big 
advantage over all the others ... there are dozens, maybe hundreds, of 
books, videos, training courses, etc. etc. to help you along. 


One final suggestion ... go to my ham page 

(http: //www.qsl.net/wb8rcr/hamradio.html), print the page. Click on view 
source, print it. Now spend about an hour studying it. It's not the 
simplest page in the world, but it has most of the common tags. At first 
the source will look intimidating, but after a few minutes, comparing the 
source with the page, you'll begin to see what's going on. I bet you won't 
be able to last the hour without going to Notepad and writing some HTML 
yourself. 


Oh, and feel free to ask me questions after we nab the fox tonite.

Oh no way!!! 


The whole point of the little straps is to give you a way to easily 
solder to the top of the cell. And you're actually suggesting that 
you tear it off and do it over? Come on! 


How hard is it to solder to the things? If you're having trouble, 
ask yourself why? Is the tab 'contaminated'? Are you using the 
right solder? FIX THE PROBLEM, don't try to work around it! 


As to soldering directly to NiCads, just remember that if you apply 
heat to the top of the cell, you WILL weaken the seal. More heat, 

more weakening. This leads to early cell failure from pressure 
venting. OK, no big deal, they're cheap, right? But if it's that much 
trouble in the first place, why would you want to have to do it again? 


But there is a VERY big reason to be careful here. Cadmuim is 
EXTREMELY TOXIC!! No, not just a little, EXTREMELY!! If your 
cells vent and you get that stuff around, BE CAREFULL! 

A leaking NiCad? Put it in a baggie, seal it up, and drop it off 
at Radio Shack to let them get rid of it. 


This also applies to NiCads that get those ‘crystals' on the top 
around the pressure vent. VERY TOXIC!! If you have kids, and 
you use NiCads in their toys, be very cautious about this!! 


VERY TOXIC!! 


Have I soldered to NiCads? Yeah, I have. But it's usually only 


because I 'have' to. I know, sometimes those cells you happen 

to have just don't have the tabs and you don't want to buy more 
right then. Ox you need a custom size (although those are usually 
with tabs). Or you have a ‘tight fit'. In those cases, I scrape the 
side of the button on the tip, and ‘tack on' after tinning a ‘drop' 
of solder. And I generally use an EXTREMELY fine tip ona 

hot iron to heat a small spot quickly and get off it, leaving a 
dot of solder. Then I heat a pre-tinned wire, and place it on 

the dot. I know, that's not the recommended method for causing 
the solder to correctly alloy across the connection, but it does 
seem to be less destructive to battery seals. 


But I would NEVER tear off a tab just to solder something else 
unless it was absolutely necessary from a physical fit or mechanical 
point of view.

I wouldn't try this if you expect to have any high current applications. 
SuperGlue doesn't hold up to heat very well. What I have done in the past 
is carefully file through the chrome or nickel plating on the end of the 
battery down to the brass or copper. Then, using a VERY HOT soldering iron, 
get a bead of solder to stick. You need to do this quickly so that the end 
of the battery doesn't heat up. If you use a very hot iron you can heat 
that small spot quickly and the heat doesn't have time to dissipate into the 
battery. This works on most batteries that don't use stainless electrodes. 
Be careful not to seal the vent hole!

I have a collection of other schematics and articles on the subject 
depending upon whether you want to make a solid or hollow state meter. 


A couple years ago I built one from scratch using a subminiature 
triode (5719). I have a few of these tubes and will donate one if 
you are seriously interested. My dip meter uses homebrew plug in 
coils (socket is an octal tube socket) made on acrylic forms. The 
range is <1.2 MHz to almost 40 MHz with the coil set that I wound.

Filament supply was adjusted from 10V down to 6.3V with a series 
resistor and the plate supply was via a doubler circuit from the 
28V winding on the transformer.

None of the commonly used connectors are actually constant impedance. The 
BNC/TNC and Type-N connectors come closer than most. GR has a connector 
that is practically constant Z but they are expensive. We used GR the most 
when I worked in a microwave lab. 


The loss in the connectors is real but of little significance at HF 
frequencies. The ripples caused by impedance imbalance don't show up much 
until you get into upper VHF, UHF, SHF frequencies. Then you could easily 
have a dB or so loss because of the connector. Once you get to SHF and 
higher you'd use SMA connectors or waveguide anyway with a whole different 
set of problems.

QRP-Lers, 


Got some parts from Dan's and built a shielded loop for 160. It's a design 
by W1FB from an early Antenna Anthology. The design uses 4 turns of RG-58 
and a coupling loop to the receiver. It's 13.5 (13R5) inches in diameter 
and tunes with two 1000 pF compression caps. 


The received signal is significantly reduced but without the noise. A 20 
dB preamp should bring the signal sans noise back to easy listening level. 


Without the loop antenna, I can reduce the signal about the same with the 
receive attenuator. But the noise is still there. 


I was able to tune the antenna a little on 80 with similar results. A 
smaller loop would be better on 80 and tune easier. 


If you have a high receive noise situation, give this type of antenna a 


try. The results appear to be worth it. (Still need to figure out how to 


switch it effectively though. Otherwise, it'll be slow!)

Good stuff Chuck, and GL wid the new loop antenna. I built two about ten 
years ago, one of wire, and the other shielded, for 80 meters. I was able to 
overcome--and eventually locate--bad QRN by using them. 


At the time, I followed ‘em up with a homebrew 4-stage direct-coupled 
amplifier based on 2N5179 transistors to boost the sigs, and that worked FB. 
I still have the antennas and the amplifier here, and occasionally use the 
amp for other purposes as well, such as a scope preamp. The circuit appeared 
in Solid State Design for the Radio Amateur (I think), and is worthwhile 
building. 2N5179s are UHF devices with very low noise. If you can't locate 
the schematic, I'll try and dig it up for you.

QRP-Lers, 


Got some parts from Dan's and built a shielded loop for 160. It's a design 
by W1FB from an early Antenna Anthology. The design uses 4 turns of RG-58 
and a coupling loop to the receiver. It's 13.5 (13R5) inches in diameter 
and tunes with two 1000 pF compression caps. 


The received signal is significantly reduced but without the noise. A 20 
dB preamp should bring the signal sans noise back to easy listening level. 


Without the loop antenna, I can reduce the signal about the same with the 
receive attenuator. But the noise is still there. 


I was able to tune the antenna a little on 80 with similar results. A 
smaller loop would be better on 80 and tune easier. 


If you have a high receive noise situation, give this type of antenna a 
try. The results appear to be worth it. (Still need to figure out how to 
switch it effectively though. Otherwise, it'll be slow!)

I use F connectors on my cheap antenna switch. The switch is a A/B/C switch 
for TV antennas from Radio Shack but you can pick them up almost anywhere. 
The high isolation version (which I am using) switches unused outputs to 75 
ohm resistors. I am using crimp on connectors and utilizing a tinned center 
conductor from the RG58 as the center pin. It works great. SWR is lower 
than I can measure into a 50 ohm load. I am using it on a QRP setup but I 
see no reason why it would not work on QRO (within reason). I have several 
small QRP transceivers that I hook up all at once using the switch to switch 
between rigs. Need a cheap antenna switch - here you go.

Hi Dan et al, 


I'm well acquainted with the CMOS-III - I've built a couple and use them as 
my primary keyers. My recommendation is to *not* use a fixed regulator with 
this keyer. Run it at ~ 4.55v = 3 x 1.5v alkaline batts. My everyday 
CMOS-III has been using the same batts for *threex years! Still ticking ;) 
I think your "loss" could be related to your regulator scheme and the use 
of the 9v batt. Properly built and running at logic-level supply voltage, 
these keyers run forever ;)! You don't even need an ON/OFF switch... the 
microP handles all that. Just leave the power "on." Happy keying :)!
